He came to 
“this county with his parents in 1861, 
arriving at Heber on the first day of 
October. At an early period in the

ture, the finest dwelling house in the 
‘hal county at the date of its construction. 

On December 12, 1884, he married 
‘Mary Campbell and a few years later 
he built the beautiful brick home 
where he now resides, which is shown 
in the accompanying illustration.

as a recognition of this was elected as 
the first mayor of Heber City. 

He was a member of the state legis- 
lature in 1899, being “the cowboy leg- 
islator from Wasatch.” He was a 
member of the board of trustees for 
the town of Heber one term and has 
been president of the board of trustees 
of Heber schools for many years and 
still holds down that position. He is 
one of the directors of the Bank of 
Heber City, and is one of the Napo- 
leons of finance of this county. 
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
